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FLOOD LEAVES DESTRUCTION - FOUR DEAD 


lor years report® on flood inf possibilities ii Mar- 
llnton have baan described in federal sfency langu¬ 
age by what is known as the "100 Tear Flood." On 
Monday cltisens in Pocahortna County found out what 
the effect such a flood would have on the County and 
the results are truly traflc 
of Marllnton almost totally devastated, a portion of 
Caws heavily damaged, three Greenbrier River bridges 
washed away, and other sections of the County damaged. 

The heavy rains that caused the flooding in Poca¬ 
hontas County also caused widespread flooding over 
mich of best Virginia, as well as other states. Record 
flood levels wire reported on the Greenbrier, best 
Pork, Cheat, tygert, and Little Kanawha Rivera. 

Pour people are known dead in the County due to 
the flooding and authorities are not sure of the lo¬ 
cation of several others, 

Leo Macs, Sr., died in his Marllnton home when he 
was unable to escape from the rising flood. Due to 
damage to the VanReonen Funeral Home the body was tak¬ 
en to a Lewlsbu-g funeral h 
not known at press time. 

Three people died when the car they were traveling 
in was washed off of Rt. 39 about 7 p.i. Monday. Dead 
are two women. Ruby Skeens and Rose Mirk, and a four- 
year-old bey, Darren Skeens. They were traveling 
east and the car was washed off the road above Devil's 
backbone just east of Huntersville. The vehicle was 
found about 200 yards above the Backbone. The first 
body was located about 3:30 p. a. Tuesday and the 
others shortly thereafter. All three had been wash¬ 
ed from the car. Ms. Mick was found about a half- 
mile below the car, the child about a mile below, and 
the body of Ms. Skeens about 1 j miles from the car. 

The bodies were also taken to a Lewiaburg funeral 
home and more information on them is not available at 
press time.

The amount of damage in the county caused by the 
flood is only beginning to be assessed. Red Crost 
people have made a preliminary survey of damage 
and personnel from the State Fire Marshal's office 
have also been in the county. 

In the Marlinton ar«A some 61 businesses had dam¬ 
age ranging from $1,000 to $2,000,000, according to 
preliminary estimates. Twenty-eight businesses had 

damages in excess of $100,000. Some 363 homes wore 
damaged, with 60 a total loss. These figures are 
only for the Marlinton area and do not include Cast, 
Seebert, Durbin, Bartow, and other areas. 


Highway Report 

County Road Supervisor Richard Beverage reports 
that in Pocahontas County the following roads are 
closed due to flood damages 
Rt. 84 from Frost to the Virginia line 
Rt. 28 from Bartow to Petersburg 

They are waiting for word from the State con¬ 
cerning contracts for these repairs. Meanwhile 
the county crews are working on smaller damaged 
araas. 

The Rt. 39 bridge at Marlinton has been inspected 
by DON engineers and found to be safe. 

Bridges across the Greenbrier River are gone at 
Clover Lick, Sitlington, and Seebert as well as the 
Wesley Chapel Bridge at Green Bank.

Flood waters did cause substantial damage to the 
Howes Leather Company tannery at Frank but not to 
the extent that could have been.

it was possible to skim the water off of the top of

The Pizza 
Hut in Richwood served pizza for several days at 
the Bank of Marlinton lot. A National Guard field 
kitchen was set up on the Bank lot through the 
weekend. Ttie Guardsmen and others are now being 

fed at the Marlinton School cafeteria. The meal 
hours are 6 to 9 for breakfast, 11 to 2 for lunch, 
and 5 to 7 foi supper. 

Men and equipment from the following fire depart¬ 
ments and rescue squads have been to Marlinton to 
help* Hillsboro, Frost, Bartow-Frank-Durbin, Snow- 
shoe, Armstrong Creek, Smithers, Richwood, Nettie,
